Parents Should 
Study Child 
Carefully 


Parents have a genuine desire 
or their children to be well-be- 
lavea so they can be proud of 
hem. Yot, young children have 
itrong impulses within them —im- 
pulses to ue active, to investigate, 
,o manipulate, to climb, to take 
ap'art, to splash and to bang. A 
cnild must nave freedom for tnese 
activities and to make choices if 
lie is to grow in motor control, in 
intelligence and 
in social poise. 


Since these impulses of children 
and the desires of parents 
often 


come in conflict, Miss Mary Dixon, 
home demonstration agent, offers 
some questions and answers that 
may be helpful. 


How can a child learn to accept 


certain restrictions necessary for 
his own safety and for the happi- 
ness of others? Must parents ae- 
mand obedience, or, if the child 
has his own way, call him diso- 
bedient? Is 'a child really disobed- 
ient, or do parents fail to under- 
stand him? it takes lime and pa- 
tience, understanding and consist- 
ency to teach young children to 
accept certain restrictions. Some

Children may forget if greatly 
involved in play, but'. be under- 
standing. Teach the child to face 
the logical consequences of his own 
acts. Some small reminder, such 
as taking away a cherished toy 
for awhile, will be enough. 


2. Headstrong children may be 


more resistant to learning 
and 


more forgetful, thus likely disobed- 
ient. These strong impulses must 
be patiently redirected, rather than 
broken. 


3. Often children seem to have 


taken all the restrictions they can 
for a moment, and in an effort to 
"blow off steam" seem to be de- 
liberately disobedient. They may 
try a mother out by breaking a 
dish, teasing, or sprinkling dirt on 
the rug. But if thcee 
tensions 


are recognized in advance, spec 
ial activities— such as punching 
clay, smearing paints and outdooi 
activility —can 
be provided. Les 


soiling demands is belter lhan pun 
ishing. 
4. In making demands or com- 


mands of children on a personal 
basis, parents must realize that un- 
questioneS' obedience does not de- 
velop a child for living in a dem- 
ocratic society. It is much better 
for children to develop self-direc- 
tion through gradual understand- 
ing of Ihe reasons for rules and 
regulations. "Because I said so," 
s not' sufficient. 
Some of! the 


'whys" for reasons will help to 
develop children who will choose 


backgrounds their illnesses.

Parents Should 
Study Child 
Carefully 


Parents have a genuine desire 
or their children to be well-be- 
lavea so they can be proud of 
hem. Yot, young children have 
itrong impulses within them —im- 
pulses to ue active, to investigate, 
,o manipulate, to climb, to take 
ap'art, to splash and to bang. A 
cnild must nave freedom for tnese 
activities and to make choices if 
lie is to grow in motor control, in 
intelligence and 
in social poise. 


Since these impulses of children 
and the desires of parents 
often 


come in conflict, Miss Mary Dixon, 
home demonstration agent, offers 
some questions and answers that 
may be helpful. 


How can a child learn to accept 


certain restrictions necessary for 
his own safety and for the happi- 
ness of others? Must parents ae- 
mand obedience, or, if the child 
has his own way, call him diso- 
bedient? Is 'a child really disobed- 
ient, or do parents fail to under- 
stand him? it takes lime and pa- 
tience, understanding and consist- 
ency to teach young children to 
accept certain restrictions. Some

These strong impulses must 
be patiently redirected, rather than 
broken. 


3. Often children seem to have 


taken all the restrictions they can 
for a moment, and in an effort to 
"blow off steam" seem to be de- 
liberately disobedient. They may 
try a mother out by breaking a 
dish, teasing, or sprinkling dirt on 
the rug. But if thcee 
tensions 


are recognized in advance, spec 
ial activities— such as punching 
clay, smearing paints and outdooi 
activility —can 
be provided. Les

4. In making demands or com- 


mands of children on a personal 
basis, parents must realize that un- 
questioneS' obedience does not de- 
velop a child for living in a dem- 
ocratic society. It is much better 
for children to develop self-direc- 
tion through gradual understand- 
ing of Ihe reasons for rules and 
regulations. "Because I said so," 
s not' sufficient.

Study Child 
Carefully 


Parents have a genuine desire 
or their children to be well-be- 
lavea so they can be proud of 
hem. Yot, young children have 
itrong impulses within them —im- 
pulses to ue active, to investigate, 
,o manipulate, to climb, to take 
ap'art, to splash and to bang. A 
cnild must nave freedom for tnese 
activities and to make choices if 
lie is to grow in motor control, in 
intelligence and 
in social poise. 


Since these impulses of children 
and the desires of parents 
often 


come in conflict, Miss Mary Dixon, 
home demonstration agent, offers 
some questions and answers that 
may be helpful. 


How can a child learn to accept

They may 
try a mother out by breaking a 
dish, teasing, or sprinkling dirt on 
the rug. But if thcee 
tensions 


are recognized in advance, spec 
ial activities— such as punching 
clay, smearing paints and outdooi 
activility —can 
be provided. Les

4. In making demands or com- 


mands of children on a personal 
basis, parents must realize that un- 
questioneS' obedience does not de- 
velop a child for living in a dem- 
ocratic society. It is much better 
for children to develop self-direc- 
tion through gradual understand- 
ing of Ihe reasons for rules and 
regulations. "Because I said so," 
s not' sufficient.

Parents Should 
Study Child 
Carefully 


Parents have a genuine desire 
or their children to be well-be- 
lavea so they can be proud of 
hem. Yot, young children have 
itrong impulses within them —im- 
pulses to ue active, to investigate, 
,o manipulate, to climb, to take 
ap'art, to splash and to bang. A 
cnild must nave freedom for tnese 
activities and to make choices if 
lie is to grow in motor control, in 
intelligence and 
in social poise. 


Since these impulses of children 
and the desires of parents 
often 


come in conflict, Miss Mary Dixon, 
home demonstration agent, offers 
some questions and answers that 
may be helpful. 


How can a child learn to accept 


certain restrictions necessary for 
his own safety and for the happi- 
ness of others? Must parents ae- 
mand obedience, or, if the child 
has his own way, call him diso- 
bedient? Is 'a child really disobed- 
ient, or do parents fail to under- 
stand him? it takes lime and pa- 
tience, understanding and consist- 
ency to teach young children to 
accept certain restrictions. Some

They may 
try a mother out by breaking a 
dish, teasing, or sprinkling dirt on 
the rug. But if thcee 
tensions 


are recognized in advance, spec 
ial activities— such as punching 
clay, smearing paints and outdooi 
activility —can 
be provided. Les

4. In making demands or com- 


mands of children on a personal 
basis, parents must realize that un- 
questioneS' obedience does not de- 
velop a child for living in a dem- 
ocratic society. It is much better 
for children to develop self-direc- 
tion through gradual understand- 
ing of Ihe reasons for rules and 
regulations. "Because I said so," 
s not' sufficient.

Parents Should 
Study Child 
Carefully 


Parents have a genuine desire 
or their children to be well-be- 
lavea so they can be proud of 
hem. Yot, young children have 
itrong impulses within them —im- 
pulses to ue active, to investigate, 
,o manipulate, to climb, to take 
ap'art, to splash and to bang. A 
cnild must nave freedom for tnese 
activities and to make choices if 
lie is to grow in motor control, in 
intelligence and 
in social poise. 


Since these impulses of children 
and the desires of parents 
often 


come in conflict, Miss Mary Dixon, 
home demonstration agent, offers 
some questions and answers that 
may be helpful. 


How can a child learn to accept 


certain restrictions necessary for 
his own safety and for the happi- 
ness of others? Must parents ae- 
mand obedience, or, if the child 
has his own way, call him diso- 
bedient? Is 'a child really disobed- 
ient, or do parents fail to under- 
stand him? it takes lime and pa- 
tience, understanding and consist- 
ency to teach young children to 
accept certain restrictions. Some

2. Headstrong children may be

ient. These strong impulses must 
be patiently redirected, rather than 
broken. 


3. Often children seem to have 


taken all the restrictions they can 
for a moment, and in an effort to 
"blow off steam" seem to be de- 
liberately disobedient. They may 
try a mother out by breaking a 
dish, teasing, or sprinkling dirt on 
the rug. But if thcee 
tensions 


are recognized in advance, spec 
ial activities— such as punching 
clay, smearing paints and outdooi 
activility —can 
be provided. Les

4. In making demands or com- 


mands of children on a personal 
basis, parents must realize that un- 
questioneS' obedience does not de- 
velop a child for living in a dem- 
ocratic society. It is much better 
for children to develop self-direc- 
tion through gradual understand- 
ing of Ihe reasons for rules and 
regulations. "Because I said so," 
s not' sufficient.

Parents Should 
Study Child 
Carefully 


Parents have a genuine desire 
or their children to be well-be- 
lavea so they can be proud of 
hem. Yot, young children have 
itrong impulses within them —im- 
pulses to ue active, to investigate, 
,o manipulate, to climb, to take 
ap'art, to splash and to bang. A 
cnild must nave freedom for tnese 
activities and to make choices if 
lie is to grow in motor control, in 
intelligence and 
in social poise. 


Since these impulses of children 
and the desires of parents 
often 


come in conflict, Miss Mary Dixon, 
home demonstration agent, offers 
some questions and answers that 
may be helpful. 


How can a child learn to accept 


certain restrictions necessary for 
his own safety and for the happi- 
ness of others?

mands of children on a personal 
basis, parents must realize that un- 
questioneS' obedience does not de- 
velop a child for living in a dem- 
ocratic society.
